But Bert and her husband depend on their 
interests in a number of local lending institutions. 
Bert explained that if she stayed on the Planning 
Commission, she would have to divulge the location 
of all the properties in which these companies hold 
any interest. She sees this as an invasion not of her 
privacy, but of those on the property. 

“That is an invasion of those people’s privacy,” 
Bert said. “I do not have the right to do that.” 
Markman noted that Bert really had no choice but to 
‘leave the commission. 

Harris said he decided to leave when he foresaw 
much potential for conflict of interest. Nearly half of 
the city falls within the redevelopment survey area 
and Harris’ architectural firm might be forbidden to 
take any clients in these areas if he remained on the 
commission. :

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Cucamonga board says 


teacher data one-sided

Teacher negotiators are giving the 
community a one-sided view of con- 
tract talks, Cucamonga School District 
trustees charged Tuesday night. 

Following their regular board meet- 
ing, trustees released a three-page 
letter outlining district: positions in the 
stalled contract talks. ro 

Superintendent Roberto Velasquez 
said the letter, signed by each board 
member, will be sent to every teacher. 

Board members are at odds with 
several key provisions within the Cuca- 
monga Teachers Association’s contract 
proposal. 

A major point of contention is the 
teachers’ request for a cost-of-living 
pay raise. District negotiators have 
offered 2.5 percent. 

What the teachers’ request amounts 
to, the letter stated, is “every penny of 
district money not ‘already commit- 
Ce i 
“This would leave zero dollars for 
other district employees... and other 
things such as increased insurance 


costs or any other emergencies which | 


could arise... ”” ' 

Although no formal contract was 
signed last year, teachers were given a 
10 percent pay hike. 

Trustees also felt they could not 
support other teacher demands includ- 
ing proposals for an agency shop 
arrangement, teacher transfers based 
on seniority, binding arbitration on all 
grievances including teacher evalua- 
tions, cash payoffs for unused sick 
time when a teacher leaves the dis- 
trict, a cut (to six hours) in the teacher 
day and the length of the agreement. 

‘You want a one-year agreement,” 
the letter said. ‘‘We want three years. 
A one-year agreement would mean we 
would start negotiating next year’s 
agreement around the middle of Feb- 
ruary.” 

Teacher association president Jerry 
Prentiss said many of -the board’s 
statements did not coincide with what 
he feels teachers are demanding. 

“When we were in negotiations,we 
were asking for a cost-of-living raise 
and if we couldn’t get that we said 
we’d take any money that hasn’t. been 
committed and use that for salaries,” 
he said. 

An agency shop arrangement. would 


only affect the ‘four or five” teachers 


who have not joined the union, he 
added, and those who do not wish to 


join could donate their dues to a. 


charity. 

Prentiss said the board’s statements 
concerning sick leave transfers and 
teacher hours do not reflect what. the 
association has asked for. 

“T would have to get an interpreta- 
tion of what a six-hour day means,” he 


said. ‘‘What we were asking for was a . 
6 %-hour day including lunch, which. 


means we’d be on site for seven 
hours.’ 

Trustees also said’ the union had left 
out “several important factors” in a 
letter union officials sent out Jan. 30. 

In that letter, the association. ac- 
cused the district of ‘throwing away” 
$13,000 in a ‘“‘shabby attempt to harass 
teachers.” 

It made: reference to an injunction 
sought by the district in an. effort to 
halt a ‘voluntary work slowdown” by 
teachers. 

That injunction was turned down by 
the Public EmploymentRelations 
Board (PERB) last Wednesday. 


“The district agrees there is much 

waste of funds arising out of collective 
bargaining,” trustees said. 
“Collective bargaining does not help 
anyone ... however, it was the Califor- 
nia Teachers Association who pres- 
sured the e into doing this.” 

Trustees also said that while their 
injunction was rejected, their message 
to PERB was clear. 

Individual members of the board 
have said PERB is now aware of 
methods used by the association to 
negotiate — methods the board. feels 
violate the mediation process. 

While expressing its opposition to the 
work slowdown, the board said it did 
not seek the injunction in order to stop 
teachers from expressing their views. 

The association complained in its 
letter that the right to wear black 
armbands and carry ‘informational’ 
signs expressing its. dissatisfaction 
with negotiations was threatened by 
the injunction. : 

« |. charges filed (with PERB) did 


not address any actions by teachers 


expressing their views,” trustees said. 
“Charges made were specifically relat- 
ed to the performance of their job.” 

The letter from board members com- 
plained that not all facts concerning 
negotiations have been mentioned by 
the association. 

‘« .. there was a tentative agreement 
reached (in June) by both parties to 
drop all representatives and resume 
negotiations between members of the 
board and members of the associa- 
tion,” the letter said. ‘“(But) the asso- 
ciation began to set conditions on the 
agreement and violated the terms of 
that tentative agreement which made 
it impractical for the district to contin- 
ue under those terms.” 

Trustees also expressed surprise at 
the association’s contention that the 
district’s bargaining position was not 
known for several months. 

“For many months the (negotiating) 


representative of the board (Charles. 


Fields of the law firm of Best, Best 
and Krieger) presented numerous pro- 
posals on a majority of the issues in an 
attempt to reach agreement ... ”’ 

Prentiss said. that teachers made 
their proposal last February but didn’t 
start negotiations until July. 

Despite the controversy surrounding 
negotiations, the board ended its letter 
in a conciliatory tone. 

“The district will continue to. provide 


. their employees with the best financial 


packets it possibly can as well as the 
— conditions. and. environ- 
ment...” 


School buses will be 


delayed on foggy days
